MEMORANDUM FOR THE DIRECTOR 


SUBJECT: Company Size Unit Sightings in the DMZ 


After reviewing all available information, we can find only two 
specific references to estimated company size unites. Both of theese 
were ARVN sightings in the eastern DMZ and no US confirmation is 
available. In two other instances, US personnel reported observations 
of 50-60 enemy which could be construed to be a complement larger 
than « platoon but no US sighting reports have referred to company 
gize unite as such. Both of these US sightings occurred in the central 
DMZ. 


in addition, there were seven other US observations of enemy 
personnel or bodies that could be considered as approaching possible 
platoon size. The eleven sightings mentioned are listed below in 
chronological order and shown on the attached map. The six on 
General Wheeler's map are probably included among them.
